A young woman was crim- 
inally attacked early today after 
she and her escort were ab- 
ducted from a drive-in restau- 
rant parking lot in North St. 
Louis by a paroled convict 
armed with a knife. He drove 
them to the East Side, where 
the attack took place. 

Several hours later East St. 
Louis police arrested Nathaniel 
Courtland, a Negro, who was 
identified by the victim of the 
attack. Officers said Courtland 
was paroled last March from 
Menard penitentiary after serv- 
ing five years for armed rob- 


bery. He refused to make a 
statement. 

Bruce Zuckerman, a pharmacy 
student, 7725 West Biltmore 


drive, Clayton, told the Post- 
Dispatch that he and the young 
woman were seated in his auto- 
mobile at the Parkmoor Res- 
taurant, 1728 North Kingshigh- 
way, about 12:30 a.m. waiting 
to be served. 
Displays Knife. 

A Negro stepped up to the 
machine, displayed a knife and 
ordered him to move over, 
Zuckerman sounded the horn, 
hoping to attract attention. The 
Negro held the knife against 
the woman, Zuckerman said, 
and forced his. way into the 
machine. 


Driving with one _— and 
holding the knife wWith the 
other, the man drove across 


Eads Bridge, where he forced 
Zuckerman to pay the toll fee. 
Turning south on Illinois Route 
3, the man drove to a point 
south of Cahokia, where Zucker- 
man was put out of the auto- 
mobile. ZucRerman said he ran 
about one mile to a telephone 
and gave the alarm and a de- 
scription of the abductor to 
Illinois State Police. 

The man drove to a vacant 
area near Fireworks Station and 
turned into a muddy field. After 
attacking the woman, he aban- 
doned the automobile, which 
had become mired. 

The young woman stumbled 
across the field to an Illinois 
Central roundhouse, where she 
reported what had happened. 
She was examined at St. Mary’s 
Hospital, in East St. Louis. 

Shoes Muddy. 

Detective Sgt. Charles E. 
Lewis and Detective Elmer Hill 
of East St. Louis received a 
description of the abductor by 
radio and saw Courtland walk- 
ing at Twenty-seventh street 
and Bond avenue. Courtland 
spotted the policemen and ran 
toward Twenty-sixth _ street, 
where the officers caught him. 
His shoes were muddy, police 
said. 

Zuckerman said he had parked 
in the second row of spaces on 
the Kingshighway side of the 
lot, facing the restaurant. There 
were about six machines in the 
front row and two or three to 
the right of his machine, Zuc- 
kerman said. There were no 
machines on the left, the direc- 
tion from which the abductor 
approached. 

Apparently the persons hear- 
ing Zuckerman’s automobile 
horn thought it. was being 
sounded by an impatient cus- 
tomer and paid no attention. A 
record of the food order Zuc- 
kerman and his woman friend 
never received was obtained by 
police. 

Zuckerman said he saw the 
Negro standing under a street 
light when he drove into the 
lot. Seven waiters wer serv- 
ing customers in their machines 
in the lighted lot. ° 


Courtland, who is 29 years | 


old and lives at Fireworks Sta- 
tion, was also 
Zuckerman. He is held pending 
determination whether he will 
be prosecuted by state authori- 
ties or by the Federal Govern- 
ment under the Lindbergh Act. 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
agents joined in the investiga- 
tion.

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 26 
The Missouri Supreme 
Court was requested today to 
grant a rehearing of the case 
in which it ruled Dec. 10 that 
the St. Louis Charter Board of 
Freeholders had no authority 
to exercise control over the 


| city’s so-called county offices in 


drafting a proposed new city 
charter. 

The rehearing application de- 
clared that if the court’s deci- 
sion is permitted to stand, the 
City of St. Louis wouuld be de- 
prived of rights granted to 
other populous areas of the 
state under the 1945 Missouri 
Constitution. 

The request to reopen the 
case was made by attorneys for 
12 of the 13 members of the 
Charter Board of Freeholders, 
in a test case filed to determine 
the rights of the freeholders to 
propose greater home-rule con- 
trol over the city’s county 
functions. 

The Supreme Court. in a 6- 
to-1 majority opinion, had held 
the city does not have the right 
under the State Constitution to 
adopt a charter covering its 
county governmental functions.

26 (AP)—An innovation in news 
distribution— you just dial a 
telephone number to find out 
what's happening in the world 
—was started Monday by the 
jointly owned Montgomery Ad- 
vertiser and Alabama Journal. 

The’ initial response was 
heavy. Southern Bell Telephone 
Co. officials said the calls were | 
averaging 450 an hour. The 
company used a monitoring de- 
vice which records calls at- 
tempted while the line is busy 
as well as completed calls. 

The new dial-a-phone service 
will operate 24 hours daily, said 
Publisher R. F. Hudson Jr., as 
means of keeping listeners in- 
formed of news developments. 

Hudson said the Advertiser 
is using a standard automatic 
telephone answering device for 
the news service and pays the | 
usual monthly charge to the 
telephone company for it. 

The newspaper began the 
service strictly as a promotion- 
al venture. There is no adver- 
tising or subscription arrange- 
ment in connection with it. 

Recordings are made hourly 
in the Advertiser-Journal news- 
room, with supplemental trans- 
missions as the news warrants 
them.

“Far from failing to reveal 
no intention to invest the city 
with authority to exercise 
county governmental functions, 
the first sentence (of this sec- 
tion) strongly indicates that St.

It was pointed out that under 
Section 18, Article VI, of the 
Constitution, counties of more 
than 85,000 population are per- 
mitted to adopt home-rule char- 
ters for their county functions. 

“The effect of the majority 
opinion,” it was stated, “is to 
recognizé that broad new home- 
rule powers have been extended 
to Jackson (Kansas_ City), 
Greene (Springfield), Buchanan 
(St. Joseph) and St. Louis coun- 
ties, but to deny that St. Louis 
City, the mos. populous com- 
munity in the state, had gained 
any new powers not already

CHICAGO, Dec. 26 (AP) — 
Seven hundred and five per- 
sons lost their lives in traffic 
accidents during the long week- 
end, setting the grimmest rec- 
ord on the books for the Christ- 
mas holiday. 

There were 52 deaths in fires 
and 123 in miscellaneous acci- 
dents, bringing the over-all toll 
to 880. 

The 102-hour period counted 
was from 6 p.m. Friday to mid- 
night Christmas night. 

The all-accident total topped 
the old mark of 805 set during 
the three-day observation of 
Independence Day in 1955. 

The previous high for auto 
deaths for a holiday was 609, 
set during the three-day Christ- 
mas period last year. 

Estimate Exceeded. 


The new mark also exceeded 
the National Safety Council’s 
pre-holiday estimate of 660 
traffic deaths. 


The council's president, Ned 
H. Dearborn, expressed “bitter 
disappointment” at the fulfill- 
ment of the council’s pre-holi- 
day prediction. 

Dearborn put the ultimate

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26 (AP) 
—President Eisenhower today 
assigned a “top priority” to the | 
question of whether to admit 
more than 21,500 Hungarian 
refugees to America. He de-. 
ferred a decision until after a 
Jan. 1 conference with congres- 
sional leaders. 

Vice President Nixon report- 
ed this to reporters after he and | 
other Government officials dis- | 
cussed the refugee program | 
with Mr. Eisenhower for more | 
than an hour. | 

Nixon gave the President a/| 
preliminary report on his first- | 
hand study of the refugee situ- | 
ation. The Vice President re-' 
turned Monday from Austria, | 
where an_ estimated 175,000 
Hungarian victims of Soviet op- 
pression have taken refuge. 

Nixon gave the strong im- 
pression that he favors an in- 
crease in the present quota of 
21,500 refugees to be admitted 
to the United States. But at 
a press conference he declined 
to say how he feels about any 
specific increase. 

Camp Kilmer Meeting. 


The Vice President said Mr. 
Eisenhower's decision on the 
question of a quota increase 
would await: 

1. The outcome of a meetin 
which Nixon will have tomor- 
row at Camp Kilmer, N.J., the 
United States reception center 
for Hungarian refugees. Nixon 
will be accompanied to that 
meeting ‘by, among others, 
Tracy S. Voorhees, the Presi- 
dent's special representative in 
charge of the relief program iw 
this country, and Lewis Doug- 
las, who now heads a special 
Presidential committee on op-, 
eration of refugee rélief activi- 
ties. 

In advance of the session at 
Camp Kilmer, where Nixon and 
| his associates will have lunch 
with the refugees, the group 
will meet at the Waldorf As- 
toria Hotel in New York with | 
former President Hoover. Nix- | 
on noted that Hoover has been 
active in refugee relief work 
for years, and added that the 
former Chief Executive is par- 
ticularly interested in the Hun- 
garian refugee problem. 

“We thought it would be 
helpful to get his views and any | 
suggestions he may have,” Nix- 
on said. 

2. An Eisenhower meeting 
New Year's day with Demo-,| 
cratic and Republican leaders 
of Congress.

Apparently the explosion 
was caused by dynamite. 

The Rev. Mr. Shuttlesworth 
said: “We intend to ride the 
busses. There is no one who can 
keep us from it, for God will 
protect us.” 

Negroes Defy Law. 

A group of Negroes chal- 
lenged the city’s segregation 
laws with willful violations of 
the one requiring racial separa- 
tion on busses. 

Police Commissioner Robert, 
E. Lindbergh ordered the Ne-| 
groes arrested and dispatched | 
officers for that purpose. 

The Negroes began sitting in 
sections reserved for whites. 
Earlier today, at a closed meet- 
ing they decided to begin sit- 
ting on a “first-come, first- 
seated” basis. 

Six Negroes entered one bus 
and two another. The bus 
drivers drove away with no im- 
mediate incident. Other Ne- 
groes waited for other busses 
near the center of the retail 
shopping area. 

In a letter last week the Ne- 
groes had warned the City Com- | 
mission they would seat them- 
selves on a non-segregated basis 
unless the commission repealed 
the racial laws today.

James Leroy Neal died Mon- | 
day night at the end of a 100- 
mile-an-hour chase when one of 
six guns he had in his car was 
discharged after the stolen ve- 
hicle went into a ditch 10 miles 
west of here. It was near 
where the men were found 
dead. 

The bodies of Francis Elmen- 
horst, El Reno farmer, and his 
cousin, Glenn Bernesten of 


Tulsa, were found after Neal's 
death. ' 

The first man killed was 
Scott Smith, Hinton farmer and 
father of four children, shot 
down in his home about mid- 
night Sunday. Neal forced 
Smith’s wife to accomptny him 
on a seven-hour ride of terror. 
She was released near her 
home unharmed but in a state 
of shock. 

The escapade began Sunday 
night when Mrs. George Clark 
reported that Neal, a neighbor, 
had broken into her house, beat 
and raped her, then threatened 
to come back and kill her chil- 
dren if she told. Mrs. Clark is 
the wife of the football coach

Hodge was one of 1100 in- 
mates who were served a Christ- 
mas dinner consisting of a quar- 
ter of a friend chicken, mashed 
potatoes with giblet gravy, cran- 
berries, dressing and mince pie. 
Today he went back to work in 
the prison’s clothing division.

The first move, therefore, of 
southern lawyers in Knoxville 
will be to obtain jury trials for 
the Clinton defendants.

At the urging of Fermi, who 
recently had migrated to New 
York from Italy, and Dr. Leo 
Szilard, a refugee from the 
Nazi terror, ‘Prof. George B. 
Pegram of Columbia University 
wrote to Adm. S. C. Hooper, 
then director of the technical | 
division of naval operations. 

His letter introduced Fermi 
and noted “the possibility that 
uranium might be used as an ex- 
plosive that would liberate a 
million times as much energy 
per pound as any known explo- 
sive. My own feeling is that the 
probabilities are all against 
ae 

Thus on March 16, 1939, a 
short two months after word of 
the European work on fission 
had reached the United States, 
our armed forces were alerted 
to its possible significance. 

The obvious weakness of Peg- 
ram's warning was its super- 
caution. The Navy would not 
understand that for an academic 
scientist even to make such a 
suggestion as this meant that he 
considered the matter of urgent 
importance. 

In any case the Navy's reply 
seems to have been simply a 
polite “Thank you for bringing 
this interesting matter to our at-: 
tention. Will you kindly keep us 
informed regarding further de- 
velopments?”

Einstein Tells Roosevelt.

They determined to 
bring this danger to the atten- 
tion of President Roosevelt and 
chose Albert Einstein as the 
best representative of science 
to present the matter. 

Alexander Sachs, an econo- 
mist who knew Mr. Roosevelt 
personally and who had been 
interested by Szilard in the pos- 
sibility of atomic energy, agreed 
to act as intermediary. 

Szilard and Wigner drafted a 
letter that Einstein signed. This 
was Aug. 2, 1939. Sachs carried 
it personally to the President at 
Washington on Oct. 11. 

Einstein's letter, documented 
with scientific details prepared 
by Szilard, 
points: 

(1) The studies of uranium 
fission foreshadowed both 
atomic power for driving 
ships and, “though much less 
certain,” extremely powerful 
atomi¢ bombs.

One more instance has occurred 
in the distressing process of 
“canned rebroadcasting” of radio 
concerts begun some years ago by 
local stations. 

The Metropolitan Opera broad- 
casts, traditionally carried by the lo- 
cal ABC station, KXOK, on Saturday 
afternoons as they come “live” from 
New .York, are this season being 
taped and broadcast Sunday eve- 
nings. 

This is particularly unfortunate 
bécause the opera broadcasts will 
thus conflict with the transcribed 
broadcast of the New York Philhar- 
smonic-Symphony by the local CBS 
station, KMOX. 

Obviously the opera audience and 
the symphony audience are very 
‘nearly the same, but with present 
scheduling the listener must choose 
one to the exclusion of the other. 

In effect, then, there is only one 
‘original major classical music broad- 
cast per weekend for St. Louis lis- 
teners. 

Furthermore, music lovers will 
agree with me that there is a certain 
quality, very much desired, that 
comes of a live broadcast.

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The Offer to H. Sam Priest 


Gov.-elect James T. Blair has offered the 
presidency of the St. Louis Police Board to H. 
Sam Priest, the Post-Dispatch has learned, and 
as Mr. Priest is considering the offer, we will 
take the opportunity to say that Gov. Blair's 
choice is a good one. 

Mr. Priest, St. Louis well remembers, was 
head of the Police Board from 1946 to 1949. 
During that period the publication of the St. 
Louis Chamber of Commerce surveyed police 
improvements and this is what it found: 

The entire police record system was modern- 
ized through use of 1.B.M., in which punch cards 
allowed rapid identification of criminals. Scien- 
tific crime detection was emphasized The 
training school program for both recruits and 
veterans was enlarged in the Police Academy, 
which adapted FBI métheds. Radio communica- 
tions were modernized, along with the whole 
departmental headquarters. And police pay was 
improved. 

For this record Mr. Priest was praised by the 
FBI and by the American Bar Association. Nor 
was this the first time he had won commenda- 
tion from the bar. A bar committee reported in 
1939, during one of Mr. Priest's three terms as 
Circuit Clerk, that he had constructed model 
methods for preparing writs and orders to save 
time and money both for the courts and lawyers. 

Mr. Priest first won public office before he 
was 30, but he had been trained in politics from 
early youth. His father had been a Police Board 
member: his grandfather, a United States Dis- 
trict Judge. 

But if Mr. Priest is known for anything in St. 
Louis, it is especially for his level-headed deter- 
mination to improve law enforcement. His Po- 
lice Board resisted efforts to remove the late 
Capt. Joseph Wren as head of the gambling 
squad. And just last year, Mr. Priest spoke from 
private life to a Missouri House committee, not- 
ing that the so-called “crime wave” in St. Louis 
was really a nation-wide problem. He suggested 
employing an experienced criminologist to study 
the local situation and to suggest remedies. 

Obviously H. Sam Priest has never lost his 
interest in the police and law enforcement. And 
it is to this interest that Gov.-elect Blair has ap- 
pealed for a new president for the Police Board.

Downey Harris and Robert Elman 

Dr. Downey L. Harris and Dr. Robert Elman 
not only were widely known in the St. Louls 
area but also earned international reputations 
in their respective fields of medicine and medi- 
cal research. 

Dr. Elman was professor of clinical surgery 
at Washington University School of Medicine 
and head of surgical services at Homer G. Phil- 
lips Hospital. A monograph he wrote explaining 
his methods of injecting amino acids, plasmas 
and blood won him the $1500 Samuel D. Gross 
award from the Philadelphia Academy of Sur- 
gery in 1945. Research that he did on pan- 
creatitis and on burns secured further recogni- 
tion. He also was honored for improving training 
advantages for Negro doctors and for removing 
race barriers in schools and in city hospitals. 

Dr. Harris, a pathologist and bacteriologist, 
had practiced in St. Louis since 1902. He first 
won recognition for his work with anti-rabies 
serum, his paper on a new method of develop- 
ing the vaccine being given to the Pasteur Insti- 
tute at Paris in 1923. Dr. Harris was for years 
recognized as the foremost authority on rabies. 

The services jof these men will insure that 
their names will remain high on the rolls of 


medicine for years to come. 
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Record Traffic.Toll in Missouri 


The record of traffic deaths in Missouri now 
stands at 1093 or 19 more than the previous 
high. toll of 1074 in 1941. A 15-year record has 
been broken. Eleven fatalities last week raised 
this year’s total to 1082 and additional deaths 
up to nmiidpight Tuesday brought the total to 
1093. Disheartening as the toll is, it should serve 
as an incentive to greater care on the part of 
all drivers.in Missouri. Without waiting for the 
New Year! every driver should resolve that he 
will drive carefully and give the other fellow a 
break. In that way, 1957 may end with a decided 
drop in fatalities compared to this year. 
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Governorship Steal in Rhode Island? 
The last contest for Governor to be decided 
is in Rhode Island. After the regular votes were 
counted, it was clear that the outcome of the 
close race between Democratic Gov. Roberts and 
the Republican nominee, Christopher De Sestro, 
would depend on the absentee ballots. These 
were counted in three groups: the military bal- 
lois, which chalked up a majority for Gov. 
Roberts, and the absentee civilian and shut-in 
ballots, which went to the G.O.P. nominee. 
Now Gov. Roberts, who first said that the 
Rhode Island Democrats “will never resort to 
any devices to thwart the electorate,” is joining 
a plan to attempt to disqualify 5000 of these ab- 
sentee voters. Accordingto the Providence Eve- 
ning Bulletin what is in process is “a shameless 
ly naked grab for the brass ring of continued 
political power.” The plan appears to be, in the 
Bulletin’s words, “to dump the whole problem 
on the doorstep of the Rhode Island Supreme 
Court—a tribunal whose composition Gov. Rob- 
erts himself had no small part in deciding.” 
Missouri is 1000 miles from Rhode Island and 


it is not for us to say who was elected Governor - 


in the state that Koger Williams founded. But 
we do remember the attempted governorship 
steal in Missouri in 1941 and how the brazen 
maneuvers of the then Democratic bosses were 
scotched by a Democratic State — Court. 


The stealers were routed completely and Re- 
publican Forrest C. Donnell was belatedly seated 
in the Governor's chair at Jefferson City and 
subsequently sent by the voters to the United 
States Senate.

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Pipeline for the Suez Canal? 

A pipeline paralleling the Suez Canal would 
be of almost inestimable value now that the 
120-mile waterway is blocked and negotiations 
for opening the important Red Sea-Mediter- 
ranean link are stalled. And it is somewhat 
astonishing to learn that such a pipeline, which 
would be little short of a godsend, could be 
built and operating within six months, according 
to Aristotle S. Onassis. 


If such a thing could be done this Greek 
shipping wizard probably is the man with the 
money and ability to do it. Since World War Il 
ended he has single-handedly bought and built 
a fleet of more than 100 tankers, cargo ships 
and whalers. He also operates a Greek-flag 
trans-Atlantic airline. Three years ago he had 
engineering studies begun on a Suez canal pipe- 
line project. Upon receiving affirmative re- 
ports he began negotiations with the Egyptian 
Government a year ago. 


Although these negotiations were interrupted 
by the Middle East crisis there is renewed hope 
in reports that they now have been resumed 
and may even result shortly in Mr. Onassis 
getting permission to build the pipeline. That 
should be of the greatest interest to the oil in- 
dustry which at present is said to be spending 
$25,000,000 a month to send its tankers the 
long way around Cape of Good Hope. 

Mr. Onassis says that he can install a pipe- 
line for $35,000,000. Steel is short and it would 
take many weeks to ship fabricated pipe. Mr. 
Onassis has a ready answer. The six biggest 
oil companies in that area have enough spare 
pipe on hand to lend him all he needs. Within 
six months, he says, he would have 500,000 
barrels of oil flowing daily from Port Taufiq 
to Port Said, both 60-foot harbors. 


The six months required for the pipeline 
must be balanced against the time that would be 
required to reopen the canal. Estimates on 
clearing the canal vary from the optimistic three 
months to eight or 10 months. During the weeks 
the canal has been closed, siltation is said to 
have cut the depth of water from 35 feet down 
to 25. Necessary dredging, after clearance of 
wreckage, would take much time and be very 
expensive. 

If this pipeline were laid it would offer 
some protection against any further oil shortage 
caused by another blocking of the canal which 
has proved so easy to sabotage. It would be 
best for all concerned if the United Nations 
played a decisive hand in this pipeline venture.

Morse in the Next Congress 

Democratic Senator Wayne Morse's majority 
over former Interior Secretary McKay was 61,444 
votes, so the official Oregon tabulation shows, 
This is nothing short of a revolution at the polls 
since the last previous time Senator Morse was 
elected it was as a Republican. This time he 
achieved overwhelming re-election to a third 
term in the face of the Eisenhower landslide. 

After the 1952 campaign in which Senator 
Morse announced that he could not support the 
Eisenhower candidacy, he established himself as 
an Independent Senator. He regularly obtained 
time to report on issues as an Independent on 
the Senate floor. There was a good bit of wise- 
cracking about it in Washington, but with that 
61,444-vote majority over the President's hand- 
picked entry from the Cabinet, it is plain enough 
that Wayne Morse knew what he was doing all 
along. 

When the Senate meets next week, only 16 
Senators will outrank Senator Morse in senior- 
ity. He will return to posts on the important 
Foreign Relations and Banking and Currency 
committees and for good measure to his seat on 
the District of Columbia committee. The pros- 
pect is that the senior Senator from Oregon will 
pe one of the most influential members of the 
coming Congress. 
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After the Victory 

Flushed with the success of their effort to end 
segregation on city busses, Negro leaders in 
Montgomery, Ala., are looking for new fields in 
which to conquer discrimination, But the Rev. 
M. L. King Jr. has sound advice for his fol- 
lowers: 

Some of our people have apparently fallen 


in love with protesting. We've got to stop 
protesting and go in for reconciliation. 


This may not be easy to do, against the back- 
ground of a shotgun blast in front of the Rev. 
Mr. King’s home. But the people of Montgomery 
generally seem to have accepted equal rights on 
busses. The victors of the bus boycott might 
well suspend the shock treatment for the mo 
ment, while considering where to carry on their 
integration movement. 

As the Rev. Mr. King suggested, integrated 
schools may be the next objective. Since it is the 
law of the land, schoo] integration should have 
come first. But, ironically, injustices to Negro 
bus riders let the transportation issue intervene, 
and not all the power of local officialdom could 
suppress it. 

Now the struggle for integration of public 
schools is as inevitable as the Constitution. Fac- 
ing it, the victors of the bus boycott may have 
learned the value of reconciliation, but the white 
supremacists should know by now that con- 
tinued injustice is no answer to equal rights.

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Prof. Widjojo Goes to a Koktel Parti Between Book Ends 


Weston LaBarre, Associate Professor of Anthropology, Duke University, 
and Author of *The Human Animal,’ in The New York Times Magazine 


“Of course,” mused Professor Wid- 
jojo, the eminent anthropologist of the 
University of Nyabonga, “the natives of 
the U.S.A. have many strange and out- 
landish customs: but I must say the 
drinking rituals of the Usans impressed 
me most. These rituals occur yearly 
during an extended period in the Cca- 
lendrical round, beginning at the time 
of the harvest rites of Thanks-for-Bles- 
sings and ending largely at the drinking 
bouts of the New Year. This is called 
The Season, after which those who can 
afford it usually leave their homes en- 
tirely and flee southward into retire- 
ment for recuperation.” 


“Rather like our Nyabongan puberty 
ordeals?” asked a brilliantly dark ma- 
tron dressed in a 
handsome apron of 
tiki feathers and 
little else. 

“Well, no, not ex- 
actly,” said Profes- 
sor Widjojo, finger- 
ing his nose-stick 
politely before re- 
plying. “Perhaps I 
could describe it 
best by telling you 
of the Usan koktel 
parti, as they call 


it. You know, of 
course, that the 
Usan women, de- 


spite their rigid tri-

in general take off 
more clothes at their gatherings, de- 
pending upon the time of day. The 
neckline drops more and more, both in 
front and in back, as the parti is held 
later and later in the evening. 


Ritual of the ‘Aignawg’ 


“On .the other hand, men put on 
more afid more clothes as the formality 
of the occasion increases. Furthermore, 
the women keep their hats on at koktel 
partis, thus clearly establishing the rit- 
ual significance of these koktel partis. 


“Social status is indicated by the 
number of partis that a couple is in- 
vited to attend—and, of course, wealth, 
since a woman cannot wear the same 
dress and hat to more than one parti. 
People complain bitterly at the num- 
ber they have to go to—sometimes 
even during the parti they are attend- 
ing—but it is mevertheless plain that 
they are proud of their ability to sus- 
tain many ordeals, and this is a form 
of polite boasting. 


“Not that these other rituals are any 
different, or that they provide escape 
from the ordeal,” continued Professor 
Widjojo, “for at all of them the natives 
receive the same ritualized drink called 
aignawg. Everybody hates it, and freely 
says so in private, but they must drink 
some of it so as not to offend their 
hostess. Despite the superficial pho- 
netic resemblance, aignawg has no con- 
nection whatever with eggs. It is really 
skimmed milk, made commercially and 
thickened with seaweed jelly.

“Are there totems governing mar- 
riage in the koktel gatherings you men- 
tioned earlier?” asked a voung gir! just 
past her puberty ceremonial. 


“No, I would think not,” replied Pro- 
fessor Widjojo, thoughtfully. “On the 
contrary, the koktel parti more resem- 
bles a primitive orgy, with no reference 
to marriage bonds whatever. You see, 
as a point of etiquette husbands and 
wives do not remain near one another 
at koktel partis, but circulate around 
making conquests. After a . drinks, 
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the males display their ‘lines, which 
are ritualized ways of approaching the 
brightly decorated and painted females 
—a strange custom incidentally, since 
it is the males naturally who ought 
to be painted, as among us Nyabongans. 

“The sexual nature of these cere- 
monies is shown in the magic plants 
called misito which they hang up at 
these winter rituals in particular. These 
are parasitic plants with white berries 
that grow on oak trees—both of which 
have symbolical significance—but they 
are by no means necessary as a sanc- 
tion for kissing, especially at a New 
Year’s koktel parti in full swing. 

“Are these: koktel partis always or- 
gies?“ inquired a plump, middle-aged 
Nyabongan man. 

“Not entirely, perhaps,” replied Pro- 
fessor Widjojo. “There is one which is 
called a literari koktel, the ostensible 
reason for which is to celebrate the 
birth of a new book. Naturally, no one 
ever discusses the book being cele- 
brated, since no one has read it, al- 
though everybody expresses a readiness 
to analyze it critically. 


Literari Koktel Partis, Too 


“Literari koktel partis are mainly an 
opportunity to advertise books other 
than the one by the publisher giving 
the parti. At these there is much 
karakter-as-as-ination, or verbal witch- 
craft, designed to decrease the sales of 
rival authors and to increase one’s own 
reputation for cleverness of expression.” 

“Do the same people always go to 
one another's partis?” asked the tiki- 
attired matron. 

“Well, this is largely the case,” said 
the distinguished Nyabongan anthro- 
pologist. “However, hostesses complain 
proudly of the mumber of ‘people we 
hardly know’ whom they invite to their 
partis. The reason for this is probably 
éwing to the fact that both host and 
hostess are too busy seeing that drinks 
are replenished to have more than a 
few words with any one person. But 
it is a matter of prestige, as guests, to 
meet the same people briefly at two 
successive rituals on one evening, and 
they can gather more people they hard- 
ly know for their own next gathering.” 

“Where does this word koktel come 
from?” another interested Nyabongan 
listener inquired. 


Usans a Strange People 


“Well, literally. the word means the 
hind feathers. of a male chicken or 
cock,” replied the professor. “But, 
though Usan natiyes readily admit this 
derivation upon questioning, no one 
seems to know why they are called this. 
They claim that koktels began only as 
late as the Nineteen Twenties when 
they were forbidden and had to be ob- 
tained in secret ritual underground 
chambers called speekeczies.” 


“But don't the Usans get exhausted 
running from one koktel parti to an- 
other especially in this season?” 

“Oh, yes, and they frequently say 
as much,” answered the Nyabongan 
savant. “There is another institution. 
though, that is protectively exploited 
in these circumstances. This is the 
baybisitter. The Usans do not have the 
extended family that we Nyabongans 
do, but live in one-family units called 
houses or apartments. For this reason 
they have to hire a baybisitter to take 
care of the children in their absence. 

“The werd does not mean, despite its 
form, that they hire a baybi or infant 
to sit, for these persons are often some- 
one else's grandmother. It seems, rath- 
er, that they hire someone to sit on the 
baybi, to prevent its destroying the fur- 
niture while they are gone.” 


“Strange people, these Usan natives.” 
said the fat, middle-aged Nyabongan. 

“That they are, that they are'” 
echoed Professqr Widjojo, touching his 
nosestick thoughtfully.

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Peculiar to Japan 


THREE GEISHAS, by Kikou 
(John Day Co., 253 pgs., $3.50.) 


A peculiarly Japanese institution, the 
geisha has not even a remote cultural 
counterpart outside of Japan. Most 
Americans who have visited Japan since 
the war have had a sneaking hunch that 
geishas were nothing but high-class 
tarts. But the geisha’s world is that of 
the theater and swank restaurants 
known as karyukai or the “Society of 
Flowers and Willows.” Few foreigners 
have ever seen a geisha, and fewer still 
have learned to appreciate her tradi- 
tional, highly-specialized skills as a 
singer, dancer, instrumentalist and 
social companion to the Japanese busi- 
ness man or government official. 

The word “geisha” comes from 
“gei,” meaning art, and “sha,” person. 
These three biographies of celebrated 
geishas add much to the meaning of 
the word. 


The first, Okichi, was compelled to 
become the paramour of Townsend 
Harris, the diplomat who, three years 
after Commodore Perry’s visit, became 
the first United States Consul in Japan. 
After five years, Harris went home as 
did Lt. Pinkerton and Okichi, derisively 
called “The Foreigner” because of her 
association with Harris, drowned her 
shame and sorrow in rice wine until she 
died by her own hand. 


O-Koi, the Carp, was the mistress of 
Taro Katsura, prime minister at the 
time of the Russo-Japanese War. When 
the terms of the treaty of Portsmouth 
became known, rioting crowds. threat- 
ened the lives of Katsura and his “‘con- 
cubine.” Though O-Koi had been privy 
to many state secrets of the Imperial 
Government, in discreet geisha fashion 
she ignored them in her memoirs. She 
spent her last days as abbess of a 
Buddhist Temple in Tokyo, where she 
died in 1948.

The third geisha, Tsumakichl, the 
Armless Beauty, had an unenviable 
life. An accomplished dancer at 14, 
she became an apprentice geisha in a 
tea-house known as the Mountain Plum 
Tree in the gay quarter of Osaka then. 
One night three years later, the master 
of the house went berserk. Swinging 
a razor-sharp samurai sword, he de- 
capitated five sleeping persons, and in 
the melee Tsumakichi’s arms were 
sliced off. With remarkable fortitude 
she taught herself to paint, holding the 
brush in her teeth, and built a new ca- 
reer as a poetess. Today she lives with 
Buddhist nuns near the ancient capital, 
Koyto. 

Kikou Yamata is Japanese, though 
her mother was French, and she now 
lives in Switzerland with her husband. 
a painter. Her introduction is one of 
the best explanations of the geisha that 
has appeared in English. The promi- 
nence of the geisha in the social life of 
Japan is almost finished, so it is good 
that someone has recorded it even 
though, as the author says, “... none 
but the men of Japan have anything 
to regret in the changing conditions.”

wild turkeys weré then sold at 
the market places for prices 
ranging from 40 to 75 cents 
each. Benjamin Franklin. at a 
much earlier date, advocated 
the use of the bird on the 
United States seal instead of 
the bald eagle. When the first 
emigrants from England landed 
at Provincetown and Plymouth 
Rock, the wild ‘turkey was 
abundant over most of Amer- 
ca 

But, like the Indian, it gave 
way to the pioneers as more 
land was cleayed and the giant 
oaks, chestnut, beech, and other 
mast-bearing trees were girdled 
and burned to make room for 
the ever-increasing demands of 
agriculture. 

By the late 1800's, wild turkey 


were being decimated by every | 
known method and the inhabi- 
tants of the fast-growing cities 
in the East and West were be- 
ing supplied by market hunters 
for ordinary table fare. Traps 
were built of log pens and a 
trench, baited with corn. lead- 
ing to the crude, roofed struc- 
ture, lured the birds to their 
doom. When they once entered 
they could not find their way 
out of the trap. When the moon 
was full, they were killed while 
roosting at night and a goo 
rifle shot would bag the entire 
flock, one at a time. 

The wing bone was used as a 
call to entice gobblers out in 
the open at mating time, and 
during the spring months these 
birds were victims of any hunt- 
er, who had skill enough to 
imitate the mating call of the 
hen turkey. Birds were even 
slaughtered on their nests and 
“turkey” dogs” were used to 
frighten the birds enough to 
make them fly into the branches 
of large trees, and the hunter 
would conceal himself and pick 
them off until most of them 
were killed. Only a few es- 
caped. 

No Missouri Open Season. 


Today only a few states have 
an open season on wild turkey. 
Most of these are confined to 
a few days of hunting. There 


has been no open season in 
Missouri for 19 years. 
At one time this king of 


game birds roamed over the en- 


tire state innumbers conserv- 
atively estimated at 250,000 
Historians recorded statements 
of early settlers: ‘Too many 
wild turkeys to think about 
raising tame turkeys.” But in 
spite of this abundance, it took 
only 60 years to reduce the 
turkey almost to the point of 
extinction. By 1900, none was 


left north of the Missouri river. 
In the Ozarks, a few scattered 
flocks remained in the hill 
country along the high bluffs 
of the Current and Eleven | 
Points rivers. No roads gave 
access to their last stronghold 
and they were found even then 
in the most remote areas. — 
In 1925, an attempt to in- 
crease the wild turkey popula- 
tion was made at Sam A. Baker | 
Park in Wayne county on a 
grandiose scale. The State | 
Game and Fish Commission ob- | 
tained some stock reported to 
be of a pure wild strain. Long 
runways were built and a biol- 
ogist spent full time in tending | 
the flock. The birds were 
healthy and free from disease 
and multiplied rapidly. Soon 
hundreds of the bronzed beau- 
ties were ready for release. 
Such places as Big Spring Park 
were selected in order that the 
birds would find plenty of range 
to grow and multiply and re- 
populate the state with an 
abundance of offspring in the 
years to come. | 
Barely Lasted a Season. | 
This writer helped with the 
various releases over the Ozark | 
countryside. The releases were 
successful, the birds were dis- 
tributed without mishap, but 
they adamantly refused to con- 
duct themselves as wild turkeys 
should. In-a few days they had 
strayed to every farmer's barn 
lot and were plaintively beg- 


ging for a handout. The entire ) 


population barely lasted out the 
season! 

Missouri is again experiment- 
ing in trying to at least par- 
tially restore this bird to its | 
one-time greatness. One place | 
designated as a management 
area and research center is | 
Peck Ranch. The ranch, cover- 
ing about 24,000 acres, is lo- 
cated in northwestern Carter 
County, about eight miles west 
of Winona. The large acreage 
will provide living room for 
several sizable flocks. Ridge 
tops have been cleared, ferti- 
lized. and planted with food 
patches suitable for turkey. 
Ponds have been dug at inter- 
vals all over the area because 
turkeys prefer to nest near 
waterholes. Old fields have 
been rejuvenated and planted 
to suitable foods. 7 

Two areas in north Missouri 
have been stocked with semi- 
wild birds. The first area 15 
centered around Swan Lake in 
Chariton County and the second 
is in the Daniel Boone area of 
Warren County. Native wild 
birds are the basis for the Peck 
Ranch flock. 

Pennsylvania reports success 
on a program similar to the 
Swan Lake-Daniel Boone re- 
leases and thére is hope for 
success at Peck Ranch. Veteran 
sportsmen who remember the 
Sam A. Baker Park fiasco are 
of the opinion that the Peck 
Ranch project shows by far the 
greatest amount of promise.

They 
called Viadimir Kuts in the 
10,000 meters and ranked 
him second to Gordon Pirie 
of England, in the 5000. Kuts 
won that, too. 

The 100-meter hurdles was 
a toss-up between Jack Davis 
and Lee Calhoun, both of 
America, and they finished in 
just the reverse. Glen Davis 
won the 400-meter hurdles, 
as forecast, and Charlie Du- 
mas (high jump), Bob Rich- 
ards (vault), Greg Bell (broad 
jump) and Parry O’Brien 
(shot) were correctly tabbed 
as premature winners. 

Perhaps the outstanding 
individual triumph of the en- 
tire Olympiad was that of 
Milt Campbell in the decath- 
lon. He wasn’t supposed to 
win. Rafe Johnson was the 
No. 1 guy and in all justice 
to Rafe he operated with a 
bad ankle all the way and 
still finished second. 

But Campbell's perform- 
ance was spectacular. Three 
days before he went into 
action, the former Indiana 
halfback stood before a mir- 
ror in his quarters at Olympic 
Village and told himself: “You 
can score 8400 points.” He 
didn't. 

He missed by something 
like 63 points and still set 
a record in the gruelling 10- 
event gold medal repertoire.

Loans Made to 17 Na- 
tions—Volume Up in 
Asia, Europe, Down 
in Latin America. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 26 (AP) 
—Loans by the World Bank in 
1956 topped the $500,000,000 
mark for the first time in its 
10-year history, 

The $507,000,000 in loans to 
17 countries represented one 
of several records set in the 
past year, the 60-nation bank 
reported in a year-end survey 
of its activities. 

Some of the other new marks 
were: 

1. Net income Was $33,300.- 
000, a gain of more than $7,- 
000,000 over 1955. 

No Defaults So Far. 

2. The bank added $15,500,- 
000 to its reserve funds. The | 
reserves rose to a total of $250.- 
000,000, a substantial cushion 
against losses—although thus 
far there have been no defaults 
in repayment of World Bank 
loans. 

A sharp increase in the vol- 
ume of lending in Asia was re- 
corded. Eight loans totaling 
more than $150,000,000 were 
made in the area. 

There was a sharp decline, 
however, in the extent to which 
private banks pooled their 
funds with those of the World 
Bank in making loans, Private | 
participation totaled only $6,- 
800,000, less than one fourth as 
much as in 1955. 

“The decline reflects the 
drastic tightening of the mon- 
ey market during the last year,’ 
the bank said, “and the neces- 
sity on the part of commercial 
banks to devote available funds 
to meeting the credit require- 
ments of their domestic cus- 
tomers.” 

The countries in which the 
bank lent money were Austria, 
Italy, Finland, Norway, Ecuador, 
Haiti, Nicaragua, Colombia, 
Uruguay, 


Australia and the Federation 
of Rhodesia and Nyasaland. 
Increase in Loans to Europe. 
Loans ir Europe totaled 
$145,600,000, up $28,600,000 from 
1955. Loans in Latin America 
amounted to $72,400,000, a drop 
of about $15,000,000 from the 
volume of the year before. 


Latin American countries 
have been outspoken in pro- 
tests that the bank has been 
too conservative in lending in 


underdeveloped countries. They 
were joined in these complaints 
at the bank’s annual meeting in 
September by spokesmen for 
several Middle Eastern 
tries. No loans were made in 
1956 in the Middle East in this 
connection, the bank's mémo- 
randum said:

Started _Life-Forming Chain 


Scientist Tells of Creating Amino Acids by 
Exposing Gas Mixture to Electric 
Discharges. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 26 (AP)— 
Lightning flashing through 
deadly gases could have crea.ed 
chemicals from which 
matter developed on earth, a 
scientist said today. 


Electricity could have created | 


complex chemicals from 
gases. 

This theory and experiments 
to Support it were described in 
a speech at the opening session | 
of the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science, the | 
world’s largest annual scientific 
congress. ° 

Some of the latest scientific ' 
guesses about one of man’s 
most engrossing mysteries 
how life began—were presented 
at a conference held by the as- 
sociation and the New York 
Academy of Science. 

Scientists generally think life 
began in the salty oceans. 
Somehow, organic or living | 
chemicals were formed out of | 
inorganic or nonliving chem- 
icals. 

Speculation About Gases. 

Some scientists, among them | 
Nobel prize winner Dr. Harold 
Urey, Chicago, have speculated 
that our primitive earth had an 
atmosphere of poisonous gases 
such as methane and ammonia, 
plus water and hydrogen. Light- 
ning might have created the re- 


action which produced. the 
chemicals for life to begin. 
Testing this, Dr. Stanley L. 


Miller, biochemist of Columbia 
University’s College of Physi- 
cians and Surgeons, exposed 
just such a mixture of gases to 
a series of electric discharges 
for one week. 

The man-made “lightning” 
created some amino acids, the 
building blocks that make up 
proteins such as flesh, nerve 
and hair. Nine amino acids were 
formed from the gases. 

The electric discharges pro- 
dueed a mixture of aldehydes 
and hydrogen cyanide, Dr. Mil- 
ler said in his speech. These 
react to form the amino acids. 

He said it appeared that the 
reactive Organic compounds 
were formed by lightning and 
by ultra violet light in the at- 
'mosphere. Rains carried them 
down into the oceans, where 
they reacted to form amino

Martin D. Kamen, associate 
professor of radiochemistry at 
Washington University School 
of Medicine, said there was no 
question that amino acids could 
be formed by discharge of elec- 
tricity through certain gases.

In “Teahouse,” Patrick, following Vern Schneider's 
novel, pokes gentle fun at the United States Army’s efforts 
to instill a passion for Western democracy overnight in the 
natives of an Okinawan village. The natives prefer the 
joys of backward living, such as leisurely work and viewing 
the sunset over the cup of tea each night from the pine 
grove. They are not impressed by the Pentagon’s Plan B 
for their salvation, or the schoolhouse in pentagon-shape 
which Capt. Fisby is instructed to erect. They are in- 
clined to take pompous statements about democracy much 
too literally. What they really want from life is a beautiful 
teahouse, a geisha to soothe their souls, and some money 
to spend in the teahouse. 

The childlike, innocent craftiness with which they get 
their way is personified by Sakini, the interpreter, played 
by Brando. Sakini of the impudent grin and guileful ways 
knows how to bend with the wind, but his Army bosses find 
it is Sakini who is really running things by confusion and 
indirection. It is a play of juice and wit and infectious 
good humor, with some gentle truths peeping out behind 
its satire. For instance, Capt. Fisby’s confession that he 
has learned something from the exasperating natives—the 
graceful acceptance of fate. 

Of course Mr. Patrick has stacked his cards in an 
exageratediy comic picture of military bureaucracy, one 
done almost to the point of caricature, but caricature in 
clever bold strokes. Col. Purdy, the blustering bureau- 
erat, a fanatic for Plan B, is no match for the crafty Sakini.

Frightening Walk Through the Streets 


Correspondent Felt Urge to Flee, but From What? She Views Russians as 'Men From Mars’ 


International News Service 
correspondent Katharine 
Clark has covered much of 
the Hungarian revolt. She is 
now back in Vienna after her 
most recent trip to tragic 
Budapest. Before leaving and 
while sitting in a small and 
cheerless hotel room, Mrs. 
Clark wrote the following 
letter to her New York head- 
quarters.

BUDAPEST (INS). 


O YOU know Budapest? 
D:: you do, you would not 
know it now. 

It is night, and a sharp sickle 
moon, a few stars shine. My 
hotel window hangs over the 
Danube and below it are a few 
barges rocking with the wind. 
The wind is so strong it seems 
I am on a ship. There are few 
lights. Only a string of them 
along the waterfront below my 
window and across the river 
at the same position. The other 
lights are a handful in a build- 
ing at the water’s edge which is 
occupied by Russians and a 
row of street lights going up 
Gellert Hill. 


The hills of Buda are dark. I 
know they are there by memory 
and instinct, not by sight—ex- 
cept when the tanks and ar- 
mored cars start climbing. 


Because you must understand 
this city belongs to the Russians 
on the outside. I walked 
through the streets a little be- 
fore curfew and it was a hor- 
rible experience. Great open 
streets which a few months ago 
would have been heavy with 
traffic are just open spaces 
now. 

I was frightened—wondering 
who watched me go and from 
which window. Around one 
corner a red light from a hand- 
flash waved me off. Jerky wav- 
ing as though the owner were 
frightened or, more probably 
and more dangerously, angry or 
impatient. It took a lot of con- 
trol not to turn and run—flee 
would be the better word—but 
what do we flee from? And 
to where? 


These are the men from 
Mars. They are alien—foreign 
—beings. Their life is in a 
tank. And it is hard to think 
of them being anywhere else. 

Where do they sleep and 
when? What do they eat? Do 
they think? I saw one reading 
a paper and some others sitting 
on a park bench near their 
metal house. Could we send 
our men to do what these be- 
ings do I don’t think so. Some- 
one would tell them “shame,” 
and they woujd feel shame.

UT I do not believe these 

men are ashamed. They have 

so little in life and most are 
so young. Perhaps this is all 
they have done—ride their tank 
wherever the commander says 
to take it. There is no sense 
of their being a part of this 
life—only things imposed on 
this life. 

People watch them. But they 
do not accept them as fellow 
human beings. It’s like being 
in a home which is overrun 
with ants or beetles or cock- 
roaches. You try and try to get 
rid of them but no one has 
found the source—or rather, no 
one has found the powder 
which stops them at the source. 
It is not like having an enemy 
in the land. It is a pestilence. 

Maybe that’s only my feeling. 
I have my visa and car and 
money and passport. If I were 
hurt, there would be a terrible 
stink. I am the one the bugs 
can't bite—at least, not deliber- 
ately. But how does a Hun- 
garian feel? 

Much more hate, I think, for 
the traitors in their midst—for 
the men who tolerate the bugs 
and don’t stamp them out. If 
you lift your foot a tiny bit, the 
nasty thing wiggles free and 
runs off. You have to be firm 
and stamp down and keep the 
foot down. 

People say, more often than 
not, this is a bad thing for the 
Russians as well as for us.

lout who bumbles in and asks 
for a drink.

Talented Young Pianist From Canada 


Glenn Gould, Symphony Soloist, Has His Eccentricities Plus Ability

NEW YORK. 


T HAS long been accepted as 
| fact that all true artistic souls 

must have some measure of 
eccentricity. Glenn Gould, hailed 
by the critics as one of the most 
talented pianists to appear in 
years, is no exception. In fact 
the 23-year-old Canadian pur- 
sues a decidedly unusual ritual 
in preparing for his concerts 
and packs around a set of foi- 
bles and fancies surprising — 
and amusing—even to those ac- 
customed to dealing with musi- 
cal genius. 

Gould, who will play with the 
St. Louis Symphony Orchestra 
on Saturday and Sunday, first 
came to fame in the United 
States last January. His extraor- 
dinary performance of Bach's 
“Goldberg Variations” on a re- 
cording for Columbia was unan- 
imously praised by the coun- 
try’s leading music critics. 

Gould had spent a week the 
previous June recording the 
Bach work that is one of his 
specialties. When he appeared 
for his.first recording session, 
it was a warm June day and the 
Columbia Masterworks’ record- 
ing director and his engineering 
colleagues were rather astound- 
ed to see the young pianist turn 
up at the studios wearing a 
beret and heavy coat with muff- 
ler and gloves. With him he 
brought his own “recording 
equipment’’—the customary mu- 
sic portfolio, a batch of towels, 
two large bottles of spring 
water, five small bottles of pills 
and his own specially designed 
piano chair. 

The towels, it developed, 
were necessary because Glenn 
soaked his hands and arms in 
hot water for 20 minutes before 
sitting down at the keyboard. 
The bottled spring water was 
a necessity because he would 


not risk a systemic shock that - 


might come from drinking or- 
dinary tap water. And the pills, 
all of different colors and pre- 
scriptions, were to head off any 
possible discomforts or upsets 
such as headache, tension, or 
reduced blood circulation. 

But it was the specially de- 
signed piano chair that most

intrigued the recording engi- 
neers. A sort of bridge chair, 
with each leg adjusted individ- 
ually for height so that Gould 
could lean forward, backward 
or to either side, the contrap- 
tion was régarded as the abso- 
lutely last word in eccentri- 
city. But amusement over the 
strange device soon vanished. 
As the recording crew watched 
Glenn adjust the slant of his 
chair before doing what has 
been called his “incredible 
cross-hand passages” in the 
“Goldberg Variations,” leaning 
in the direction of the “cross,” 
it was quickly agreed that his 
specially designed chair was 
not only a logical, but inspired, 


device.

And The American 
Record Guide praised his ‘taste 
and temperament” and added: 
“Moreover, he has courage; any 
young man would have to be 
brave to launch a phonographic 


career with Bach’s . monu- 
mental ‘Goldberg Variations’— 
music that one expects an 


artist to take a lifetime to play 
with Gould’s poise and under- 
standing.” 

Born in Toronto, Gould began 
to play the piano at the age of 
three, and studied music with 
his mother until he was 10. At 
the age of 12, he was the 
youngest musician to receive 
the degree of Associate of the 
Toronto Conservatory of Music. 
He made his first orchestral ap- 
pearance with the Toronto 
Symphony Orchestra at the age 
of 14 and since then has toured 


Canada numerous times, ap- 
pearing as soloist with all its 
major orchestras. He has given 
recitals in all the important 
concert halls of Canada and 
played at the Stratford Festival, 
where he won applause to a de- 
gree seldom accorded new 
artists. 

Frequently heard on Cana- 
dian radio, he was the first 
pianist to appear before Cana- 
dian Broadcasting Co. cameras. 
It was the CBC which commis- 
sioned and premiered his first 
major work as a composer, a 
piece for string quartet. 

Gould made his American 
debut in Washington, D.C., in 
January 1955, where Paul 
Hume, critic of the Washington 
Post-Times Herald, reported: 
“It is unlikely that this year 
will bring us a finer piano re- 
cital. ... We shall be lucky if 
it brings others of equal beauty 
and significance.”

WEEK later came his New 
A York debut with a recital at 

Town Hall which the New 
York Times described as “one 
of the most auspicious debuts 
~ reviewer has heard in some 
time.” 


In the Town Hall audience 
was the director of Columbia 
Masterworks, and before Gould 
left New York he had a long- 
term Columbia recording con- 
tract in his pocket with an ap- 
pointment to return in June for 
his first recording sessions. 

Gould regards Bach as the 
greatest of all composers. The 
young pianist, himself a com- 
poser, scholar, lecturer and es- 
sayist on music, wrote his own 
album cover notes for the Co- 
lumbia release.
